amounts of a photosensitizer and an immune-adjuvant, and 

irradiating said subject with light absorbed by said photosensitizer. 

4. The method of claim 2 wherein said subject has previously undergone 
cancer or tumor therapy. 



5. The method of claims 1, 2& 3 wherein said effective amount of a 
photosensitizer is in the range of O.OMo 10 mg/kg. 
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6. The method of claim 5 wherejrfsaid effective amount of a photosensitizer 
is in the range of 0.05 to 1 mg/kg. 

7. The method of clajrn 5 wherein said effective amount of a photosensitizer 
is in the range of 1 to 1 0 mg/ 

8. The method of claims 1 or 3 wherein said photosensitizer is administered 
intravenously and said immuno-adjuvant is administered by injection into tumors. 

9. The method of claims 1 or 3 wherein said irradiation is localized to the 

tumors. 



1 0. The method of claim 2 wherein said photosensitizer is administered 
intravenously or intratumorally. 

11. The method of claims 1 y£ or 3 wherein said photosensitizer is 
administered, and the subject irradiafed, before administration of the immuno-adjuvant. 

12. The method of claims 1 , 2 or 3 wherein said immuno-adj uvant is 
administered systemically. 

13. The method of claims or 3 wherein the photosensitizer is a 
benzoporphyrin derivative (BPD) oi^Qreen porphyrin. 

14. The method of claim 1 3 wherein the BPD is BPD-MA, EA6, or B3 . 
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j 1 5. The method of claims 1 , 2 or 3 further comprising an additional 
irradiation, before irradiator! with light absorbed by the photosensitizer, with light of < 
wavelength which improves penetration of the absorbed light.

1 7. A pharmaceutical composition to treat, prevent, or inhibit the development 
of, metastatic tumors, said coniposition comprising:

a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or excipient. 

18. The composition of]claim 1 7 wherein the photosensitizer is a BPD or a 
1 5 green porphyrin. 

19. The composition of claim 1 8 which is a liposomal formulation. 
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20. The composition of clafan 1 8 wherein the BPD is BPD-MA, EA6, or B3. 

21. The composition of claiiji 1 8 wherein said immuno-adjuvant comprises 
mycobacterial cell wall skeletons and deU-O-acylated lipid A. 
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
